We  submit  this  our  annual  report  of  the  financial 
transactions  for  the  past  year. 

Included  in  the  amount  of  money  spent  for  town 
maintenance  of  roads  is  the  sum  of  $11,245.33  which 
is  the  total  cost  of  flood  damage  to  the  town  roads. 

Of  this  sum  the  town  paid  $6,116.58  which  was  re- 
quired by  the  state.  The  balance  being  paid  by  the 
state. 

The  state  has  replaced  the  four  bridges  destroyed  in 
the  flood  with  no  expense  to  the  town. 

The  town  debt  was  increased  somewhat  this  year 
owing  to  the  fact  more  money  was  spent  on  various 
highways  and  $10,000.00  was  spent  for  trunk  line  con- 
struction on  the  Twin  Mountain  road  for  which  there 
was  no  appropriation.  The  state  appropriated  a  like 
sum  and  whole  amount  was  used  except  approximately 
$500.00. 

The  town  also  paid  $3,809.74  for  the  stone  crusher 
purchased  last  year,  for  which  there  was  no  money 
raised.  This  crusher  is  to  be  placed  in  the  Cherry  Val- 
ley gravel  pit  this  year. 

Total  of  Hood  damage,  road  construction  and  stone  crusher 
amount  to  #19,926  32.  This  accounts  for  increase  in  town 
debt.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Bethlehem: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  few  observations  and 
suggestions  on  the  work  of  the  Bethlehem  schools 
since  July  1,  1928.  A  majority  of  the  teachers  returned 
to  their  positions  for  the  current  year.  They  have  all 
been  of  great  assistance  in  organizing  and  carrying  on 
the  work.  School  buildings  and  equipment  are  in  good 
condition  with  one  important  exception.  The  high 
school  building  is  not  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
a  modern  school.  The  problem  of  consolidation  and 
transportation  seems  well  on  the  way  to  a  complete 
and  satisfactory  solution.  Times  and  conditions  have 
changed  and  what  was  satisfactory  five  or  six  years 
ago  may  now  be  entirely  out  worn  and  out  grown. 
The  need  of  a  new  consolidated  building  is  immediate 
and  urgent.  Therefore  the  report  of  the  Committee 
appointed  last  year  should  receive  very  careful  con- 
sideration. 

The  change  of  the  annual  medical  inspection  from 
Spring  to  Fall  is  a  distinct  advantage  for  the  teachers 
will  have  opportunity  to  help  in  the  follow  up  work. 

A  summary  of  the  inspection  work  follows:

The  school  work  in  general  is  following  along  the 
lines  so  well  marked  out  by  former  Superintendent 
Orin  M.  Holman. 

While  emphasis  and  standards  of  achievements  and 
methods  of  presentation  and  teaching  change  to  meet 
the  needs  of  changing  times,  the  fundamental  skills 
in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  remain  constant 
and  their  mastery  must  continue  to  be  one  of  the  great 
problems.     (See  Headmaster's  report.) 

The  New  Hampshire  state  law  requires  every  school 
district  to  maintain  standard  schools  for  36  weeks  dur- 
ing the  year.  This  really  means  that  our  schools 
should  be  in  session  for  180  days.  Both  teachers  and 
pupils  are  under  obligation  to  be  at  their  regular 
school  duties  for  the  full  time.  Apart  from  the  legal 
obligation  the  demands  placed  upon  us  by  modern 
school  standards  make  it  necessary  for  all  to  be  in 
school  for  at  least  180  days  during  the  year.  Many 
school  districts  are  solving  the  problem  of  no  school 
days  by  adding  one  or  two  weeks  to  the  school  year. 
Others  are  adopting  a  program  and  calendar  calling 
for  180  days  of  actual  school  work  regardless  of  the 
number  of  weeks  in  the  school  year. 

Again  from  the  point  of  view  of  good  business  let  us 
consider  that  our  schools  cost  about  $110.00  per  day 
for  180  day  school  year.  Therefore  it  can  readily  be 
seen  that  every  day  lost  means  an  expenditure  of 
money  for  which  no  benefit  is  received.  A  loss  of  6 
to  9  days,  which  is  the  average  for  Bethlehem,  repre- 
sents a  money  loss  of  $600  to  $1000  per  year. 
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In  closing  I  wish  to  express  deep  appreciation  for 
the  good  work  of  my  predecessor,  the  late  Orin  M. 
Holman,  which  is  evident  on  every  side.  The  kindly 
assistance  of  Superintendent  Leonard  S.  Morrison,  of 
Whitefield,  who  completed  the  years'  work  and  pre- 
pared the  way  for  the  new  administration,  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  sympathy  and  helpfulness  of  the 
School  Board  and  teachers,  and  especially  of  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  John  Whyte,  who  gives  so  freely  of  his 
time  and  strength,  are  a  very  large  factor  in  the  work 
of  the  Bethlehem  schools.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

School  opened  in  September  with  an  enrollment  of 
161  pupils.  The  present  enrollment  is  153  with  a  total 
enrollment  to  date  of  181  pupils.  Of  this  number  31 
are  registered  in  the  high  school  and  150  in  the  grades. 

Attendance  for  the  year  was  good  up  to  the  time  of 
the  epidemic  of  colds  and  grippe  in  the  middle  of  Jan- 
uary at  which  time  it  was  necessary  to  close  for  one 
week  due  to  lack  of  attendance.  No  progress  could  be 
made  with  only  40%  of  the  pupils  present. 

Fundamentals,  e.  g.,  spelling,  reading,  arithmetic 
and  grammar  are  being  cared  for  in  their  related 
classes.  Results  for  the  year  have  been  very  satisfac- 
tory. Special  classes  have  been  held  for  all  those  pu- 
pils in  the  high  school  who  have  a  rating  of  below  60 
in  the  Ayres  scale  for  handwriting. 

Of  the  31  enrolled  in  the  high  school,  22  are  taking 
the  Commercial  course,  3  the  General  course  and  6 
the  College  course. 

Extra  curricula  activities  are  mostly  of  the  non- 
athletic  type  because  of  lack  of  facilities  for  work 
along  athletic  lines.  At  the  time  of  writing,  one  play 
has  been  presented  and  another  will  be  ready  for  pres- 
entation in  the  Spring.  Occasional  informal  socials 
have  been  held  which  along  with  other  activities  tend 
to  keep  up  interest.  The  Woman's  Club  is  sponsoring 
a  prize  speaking  contest  to  be  held  in  April.  Such 
cooperation  warrants  mention. 

School  participation  in  the  Littleton  Winter  Carni- 
val is  carried  on  with  much  enthusiasm. 
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The  school  will  publish  again  this  year  the  "Bethle- 
hem Star"  which  gives  the  pupils  a  life-sized  project 
that  is  very  much  worth  while. 

The  majority  of  the  pupils  have  attempted  to  keep 
the  building  and  supplies  in  good  condition,  and  a 
cooperative  spirit  has  been  in  evidence  throughout  the 
year.
